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ABSTRACT 

This paper enumerates 54 species and 10 varieties of Artemisia L. ,s. .s. and 4 species 
ot Seriphidium (Bess.) Poljak. of Composilae iiuhiding 5 new combinations Irom 
Himalavas and the South Asian Subcontinent. 


INTRODUCTION 

Ever since Linnaeus (Species Plan in rum 
845. 1753) described the genus Artemisia, 
several of its species have been recorded Irom 
Himalayas and the South Asian Subcontinent, 
f. D. Hooker in his “Flora of British India" 
Vol. 3, 1881 recognised 27 species including 
6 doubtful ones under Artemisia L. from 
India and adjoining countries. Recently, 
Nasir and Ali (in Flora of West Pakistan 
1972) recorded 32 species with 6 doubtful ones 
from Pakistan and adjoining areas. Y. R. 
Ling (in J. Nanj. Tech. Coll. For. Prod. 
Vol. 1, 1981 and Flora Xizangica Vol. 4, 1985) 
has recorded 216 species and 47 varieties of 
Artemisia L. s.s, and Seriphidium (Bess.) 
Poljak. (syn. Artemisia L. sect. Seriphidium 
Bess.) from China including 60 species and 
6 varieties from Xizang (Tibet). The present 
enumeration is based on the study of speci¬ 
mens represented (including types) in BM. 
CAL. CGE. CIMAP. E, K, L. LINN. P and 
available literature. A total of 54 species and 
10 varieties of Artemisia L. s.s. and 4 species 
of Seriphidium are enumerated here and 5 
new combinations are also proposed.
